BALLOT-BOX DEFILERS. 
McLean's Gang eee the 


Biggest Fraud Yet in Nortn- 


‘Hamilton County Given to the Demo- 


crats by Meaus of the Most Pal- 
pable Outrages. 


The Courts, However, Have Ualled a Halt 
~Oitizens Organising for 
Protection. 


CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 22.—jSpecial.}—On the 
face of the most fraudulent returns ever com- 
mitted ina Northern city, the entire Demo- 
cratic legisiative and county ticket, with the 
exception of Goesling for County Commission- 
er, is elected. The count of the election re- 
turns for Hamilton County was resumed by 
Clerk Dalton at 10 o'clock this morning. Only 
Whitewater and Symms Townships and the 
contested precinct, E, Ward Eighteen, were 
upcanvassed. Whitewater and Symms Town- 
ships were completed in half an hour with- 
out interruption. Clerk Dalton then an- 
nounced the vote of Precinct K. 
Ward Eighteen, though he stated that 
it would not be counted until the proceedings 
in the courts were heard from. Symms Town- 
ship gave from 5 to 10 Republican majority. 
Whitewater Township gave some 90 Demo- 
cratic majority. 

Fully half an hour before the time (10 a. m.) 
for the opening of Judge Buchwalter's court 
the crowd began to assemble, and by 10 o'clock 
the room was crowded. At the Clerk’s desk 
sat C. H. Blackburn poring over a couple of 
law books. At the attorneys’ table sat W. M. 
Bateman and Gen. Noyes on one side and ex- 
Congressman I. M. Jordan on the other. 

At 10, precisely, Judge Buchwalter took his 
seat and ordered the issue of a mandamus to 
the two Democratic judges to put under cover 
and seal the returns of Precinct BE, Ward 
Eighteen, and hand them to Clerk Dalton, but 
stated that the issue of tne mandamus does 
not indicate in any way what is the duty ot 
Clerk Dalton as to what disposition he shall 
make of the returns thus delivered to bim. 
The cause of Dalton's sudden resolution last 
night to postpone the conciusion of the count 
till this morning was the service of the tempo- 
rary restraining order last evening forbidding 
him to complete the count and issue the certifi- 
cates of election. : 3 

AFRAID OF DALTON. 

The attorneys for the Republicau candidates 
were fearful this morning that Clerk Dalton 
would issue the certificates of eiection to the 
Democratic Senators before service could be 
made on him and the two assisting ‘Squires of 
the papers in the miandamus proceedings be- 
fore the Circuit Court. Those papers were 
served on Clerk Dalton and Squire Bloom at 
1:45 p. m., and the Republican lawyers now 
claim that pending the decision of the manda- 
mus proceedifgs before the Circuit Court a 
certificate of election issued by Dalton after 
service of the papers in the mandamus pro- 
ceedings would not be worth the paper on 
which it was written. 

The Circuit Court convened at 2 p. m. in the 
consultation-room of the Cireuit Court, Judges 
Cox and Swing present. Drousin Wulsin ap- 
peared for the Republicans and John Follett 
for the Democrats. Judge Cox, speaking in be- 


alt of his colleagues, set the mandamus case 


for hearing at 10 a. m. Monday next, when all 
the Circuit Judges will be present. At the con- 
clusion of mandamus proceedings before Judge 
Buchwalter the petition came up to make per- 
manent the temporary restraining order issued 
last evening forbidding Clerk Dalton to deliver 
certificates of election to the four Democratic 
Hamilton County candidates for the Ohio Sen- 
ate. Messrs. McDougaland Bateman caused 
a decided sensation by asking that the hearing 
of the petition to make the injunction per- 
manent be deferred unt after the Circuit 
Court shall have heard arguments on a peti- 
tion for an alternative writ of mandamus to 
Clerk Dalton filed this morning instructing him 
what are and what are not legal returnsof the 
late election for him to receive and canvass. 
TO HEAD OFF SKULLDUGGERY. 


Summons on that petition for an alternative 
writ being returnable at 2 p. m. the counsel for 
the Republican Senatorial candidates wanted 
Judge Buchwalter's injunction to rest on Clerk 
Dalton; forbidding bim to issue certificates of 
election to any Senatorial candidate till after 
the decision of the Circuit Court should have 
been heard, else Clerk Dalton could go forward 
and issue the ceftificates of election to the 
Democratic Senatorial candidates immediately, 
and at 2 o’clock show up and answer that the 
mandamus of the Circuit Court is nugatory, 
the returns having then already been canvassed 
and the certificates issued. Counsel on the 
other side, on the contrary, wanted the petition 
to make the restraining order permanent heard 
forthwith, and the order thereupon dissolved. 
An hour and a halt was spent in arguing as to 
the court’s duty in the matter, in the course of 
which it developed that last evening, by late 
train, a messenger was sent posthaste to Wil- 
mington, O., to summon the absent Judges of 
the Circuit Court, and at midnight they were 
awakened and taken to Cincinnati to sit this 
morning with their colleagues and hear the 
petition for a mandamus. 

Judge Buchwalter, with conspicuous fair- 
ness, decided that he would either hear forth- 
with the petition for a permanent injunction 
and decide it at the conclusion of the whole 
hearing, or he would issue a pro forma decision 
against the Republican candidates on the ques- 
tion of a permanent injunction and suspend 
the operation of that decision (under the law 
passed in 1885 anent interlocutory decisions of 
Common Pleas Judges) till time could be had 
for the decision of the Circuit Court in the peti- 
tion for a mandamus. 

County Clerk Dalton cannot now issue a sin- 
gie certificate until such authority is granted 
him by the Circuit Court Monday.

MARENGO, III., Oct. 22.—[Special.}—Quite a 

commotion was created today by the elope- 

ment of the Rev. F. W. Kent, pastor of the 

Free Methodist Church, with Miss Alice Burt, 

one of the bright and shining lights of his con- 

gregation. Mr. Kent is a man of about 45 

years of age, and has hitherto been weil 

thought of by the people here. He left @ wife 
and four young children in destitute circum- 
stances. The elopement occurred last Mon- 
day, and has been kept very quiet until today, 
when his wife received a letter from him say- 
ing that, though he loved her once, he had 
found some one he loved better now. It seems 
that he drove his horse and bugay to Belvidere, 
where he was met by Miss Burt, who went 
there by train, and who had disposed of some 
little property she had and converted all she 
could into money. From there they drove into 
Wisconsin. In his letter he advised his wife to 
sell his cutter and books and go home to her 
folks. Since this came to licht it has been 
developed that he used to be a street-car 
driver in Chicago, and was raised on Blue IS 
and avenue. He was eonverted in a series of 

revival meetings in Chicago, and became a 

Free Methodist preacher. It is understood 

that he was stationed for awhile at Evanston.

I— The Rev. Frank William Kent, a Free 
Methodist preacher of this place, eloped with 
Miss Alice Burt Friday, Oct. 16. The rey- 
erend gentieman borrowed $5 of one of our 
citizens, took his horse and buggy, went to 
Belvidere, and met Miss Burt, who bad taken 
the train at the Belvidere Station. The two 
got into Kent’s bugay and traveled. Kent 
léaves a wife and four interesting children, 
ranging from 2 to 10 years; also a number of 
little unsettled accounts. He was about 36 
years old, five feet eight inches high, stout 
built, ruddy face, light hair, blue eyes, and 
could make a lie seem like the truth. He could 
not tolerate small vices, had a supreme con- 
tempt for wicked men, was loud and boister- 
ous in his delivery, had plenty of unction, and - 
is gone.

A FITTING TRIBUTE. 


Henry Ward Beecher’s Bulogy Yes- 
terday at Boston Upon Our 
Greatest Captain. 


A Man He Was 3 Patriot- 
ism, Faith, and the Most Abid- 
. ing Love. 


Do Honor 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 22.—|Special.]—The City 
of Boston paid its formal official tribute to the 
memory of Ulysses 8. Grant this afternoon. 
The exercises were held in Tremont Temple in 
the presence of an audience which filled every 
part of the great auditorium, and which con- 
tained an unusually large representation of 
the literary and mercantile as well as the 
political celebrities of the city, and comprised 
also many ladies. A large portion of the 
platform was devoted to the use of the or 
chestra and the choir. The remainder was 
devoted to promincnt citizens, among whom 
were the Hon. Henry 8. Pierce, Secretary of the 
Commonwealth, and other heads of State de- 
partments, several members of the Executive 
Council and the Governor’s staff, Chief-Justice 
Morton and Associate Justices Brigham and 
Parmenter, Postmaster Tobey, United States 
Marshal Banks, Collector Pillsbury, District- 
Attorney Sanger, Assistant-Treasurer Kennard, 
the Hon. F. O. Prince, the Hon. J. Q. A. Brack- 
ett, a liberal representation of the city clergy, 
and representatives of the army and navy. In 
the audience, and not upon the platform, tke 
Rev. Eaward Everett Hale and ex-Mayor Mar- 
tin were conspicuous. The platform presented 
an aspect of simplicity, as there was no at- 
tempt at decorations beyond the draping of 
Berthong’s picture of Gen. Grant, that oov- 
ered at least a third of the organ front, and 
this was flanked oy the National colors 
festooned. A beautiful bouquet graced the 
orator’s desk. 

Mayor O’Brien presided. Howard M. Dow 
played appropriate music upon the organ while 
the audience was being seated, and then in 
conjunction with the large orchestra per- 
formed Chopin’s funeral march. Prayer was 
offered by the Rev. B. F. Hamilton of the 
Elliot Church, after which the choir of fifty- 
nine voices sung to music from The Magic 
Flute the first two and last four stanzas of 
an ode which Mra. Julia Ward Howe had writ- 
ten for the occasion. A poem written by 
Louisa Imogene Guiny was then read by Prof. 
Moses A. Brown. Then the following, written 
by the Rev. M. J. Savage, was sung by the 
female portion of the choir: e 

Gone through the shadow! Gone through the 
valley of shadow! 

Hail! O, our Captain. 

Hail! O, patient one crowned as victor. 

O! our brother gone before us. 

O’er earth’s sorrow; o’er the death pain thou hast 
conquered, a 

Glory! Glory! now live all glorious. 

In our hearte still, as in old times, be thou 
cherished. 

And in thy footsteps will follow till for all men 
death is conquered forever.

MR. BEECHER’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Beecher said: 

Grant made no claim to gaintship. He was a 
man of like passions, and with ag marked lim 
tations as other men. Nothing could be more 
| distasteful to his bonest, modest soul while 


flatteries. 

Men without faults are apt to be men with- 
out force. A round diamond has no brilliancy. 
Lights and shadows, hills and valleys give 
beauty to the landscape. The faults of great 
and generous natures are often overripe good- 
ness, or the shadows which their virtues cast. 

He was a good subaltern, a poor farmer, a 
worse tanner, a worthless trafficker. Without 
civil experience, without literary gifts, too 
difident to be ambitious, too modest to put 
himself forward, too honest to be a politician, 
he was of all men the least likely to attain em 
nence, and absolutely unfitted, apparently, for 
preéminence; yet God’s Providence selected 
him. 

The insulted flag: the garments rolled in 
blood; a million men in arms; the sulphurous 
smoke ot battle; gory heaps upon desperate 
battiefields; an army of slowly-moving crip- 
pled heroes; graveyards popuious as cities; 
they were .all in the clouded horizon, though 
he saw them not! | 

The South, like a queenly beauty, grew im- 
perious and exacting; the North, like an obse- 
quious suitor, knelt at her feet only to receive 
contempt and mockery. a 

The South had laid the foundation of her in- 
dustry, her commeroe, and her commonwealth 
upon slavery. It was slavery that inspired ber 
councils, that engorged her philanthropy, that 
corrupted ber political economy and theology, 
that disturbed ali the ways of active politics; 
broke up sympathy between North and South. 
As Ahab met Elijah with Art thou he that 
troubleth Israel? so slavery charged the senti- 
ments of freedom with vexatious meddling and 
unwarrantable interference. 

The South bad builded herself upon the rock 
of slavery. It lay in the very channels of civil- 

zation, like some Flood Reck lying sullen off 
Rell Gate. The tides of controversy rushed 
upon it and split into eddies and swirlimg pools, 
bringing incessant disaster. The rock would 
not move. It must be removed. It was the 
South iteelf that furnished the engineers. Ar- 
rogance in council sunk the shaft. Violence 
chambered the subterranean p and in- 
fatuation loaded them with infernal dynamite. 
All was secure. Their rock was their fortress. 
The hand that fired upon Sumter exploded. the 
mine, and tore the fortress to atoms. For one 
moment it rose into the air like spectral hills— 
for one moment the waters rocked with wild 
confusion, then settled back to quiet, and the 
way of civilization was opened! 

When once the North haa organized its 
armies, there was soon disclosedan amiable 
folly of conciliation, It hoped for some peace- 
abie way out of the war; Generals seemed to 
fight so that no one should be hurt; they saw 
the mirage of future parties above the 
battlefield, and anxiously considered the 
political effect of their military sonduct, 
The South fought for slavery and indepen- 
dence. The North fought for Union, but for 
political success after the War. Lincoln, sad 
and sorrowful, felt the moderation of his Gen- 
erals and longed fora man of iron mold, who 
had but two words in bis military vocabulary— 
victory or annihilauon. 0 

With Grant’s advent the armies, with some 
repulses, went steadily forward, from conquer- 
ing to conquer. Aside from all military quali- 
ties, he had one absorbing spirit—the Union 
must be saved; the Rebellion must be beaten; 
the Confederate armies must be os —

Grant had in him the element of great sta 
manship; but neither his education, nor his 
training, nor the desperate necessities of War 
gave it a fair chance of . development in a con- 
dition of things which bewildered the wisest 
statesmen. His admirable temper and fine 
Sense of justice and truth fitted him to deal 
with the ingfamed condition of the public mind. 
He bad no animosities, no revenges, no secret 
ambition, and no commixture with sebemes 
of gain. Whatever mistakes he made, he 
made them with a sincere belief that he was 
promoting the public welfare. This must, I 
think, be the final verdict—that if Grant failed 
in statesmaniike conduct there was no other 
public man that could have done better. He 
was eminently wise upon the financial ques- 
tion: His veto saved the country from a 
vitiated and corrupting circulation. : 

The exaltation of the domestic African to 
immediate citizenship was the most audacious 
act of faith and fidelity that over was wit- 
nessed. 

In the readjustment of the political relations 
of the South he was wise, generous, and mag- 
panimous in his career. Not a line in letter, 
speech, or message can be found that would 
wound the self-respect of Southern citizens. 

The respects in which he fell the line 
of sound statesmansh these are not a 
few—are to be attributed to the influence of 
advisers whom he had taken into his confi- 
dence. Such was his loyalty to friendship that 
it must be set down as a fault—a fault rarely 
found among public men. 

We turn from Grant's publie life to his un- 
restful private life. After a return rom a tour 
of the world, during which he met on all bands 
a distinguished reception, he ventured upon 
the dangerous road of speculation. The desire 
of wealth was deep-seated in Grant's 
soul. His early experience of poverty had 
probably taken away from it all romance. But

His household love, never tar „ never 
abated, now roused him to one last heroie 
achievement—to provide for the future of his 
family. No longer were there golden hopes for 
bimseli. The vision of wealth bad vanisbed. 
But love took its place, and under weakness, 
pain, and anguish he wrought out a history of 
his remarkable career. A kindiy hand admin- 
istered the trust. It has amply secuged his 
loved household from want. 

A man he was without vices, with an abso- 
lute hatred of lies, and an ineradicable love of 
truth, of a pecrfect iosaity to friendsbip, 
neither envious of others nor selfish for bim- 
self. With a sal for the public good, un- 
feigned, he has left to memory only such weak- 
nesses as connect him with humanity and such 
virtues as will rank him among heroes,

will appoint, but there is excellent au- 
thority for the statement that he is, 
by a negative process, lamiting his choice, and 
that it is already practically decided that 
neither of the three following gentiemen will 
be appointed: Ewing, Story, Kettelle. Neither 
Ketteile nor Story has been considered a 


indorsements, but reasons have within a few 
days been suggested why it is not advisable to 
appoint him, and it is believed that those rea- 
sons have prevailed. As to.State Senator Dun- 
can, notwithstanding the fact that be is very 
strongly urged by Mr. Morrison, two points 
have been made against his candidacy—one of 
them said to be a very important one—which 
are likely to destroy his chances.

A MYSTERIOUS DEATH. 


TWO BROTHERS RECEIVE SEVERE SEN- 
TENCEHS FOR A CRIME WITH WHICH THERE 
IS SOME DOUBT CONNECTED. 

Paw Paw, Mich., Oct. 22,—|Special.|—In the 
Circuit Court this morning a verdict of guilty 
of murder in the second degree wus given 
against Marshall G. and William K. Barker for 
the murder of Harvey Keith at Bloomingdale 
fast July. The Judge at 10 o’clock proceeded 
to pass sentence, sending them each to the 
State’s prison at Jackson to be confined there 
at hard labor, Marshall for life and William 
for twenty-five years. Many facts in relation 
to this crime are still shrouded in mys- 
tery. Marshall Barker, with a family 
consisting of wife and three children, lived 
m the Village of. Bloomingdale, and 
his brother William with a like family lived 
half a mile distant. July 28 last Marshall went 


away from home in search of work, as he 
claims. That evening the murdered man, who 
lived with his father a mile from the village 
and half a mile from William Barker's, was 
seen in company with the wife of Marshall 
Barker. At 5 o'clock the next morning Mar- 
shall Barker called at the house of the father 
of young Keith and inquired for Harvey. He 
was told that Harvey was not at howe, 
but that they expected him soon. Barker 
called again at 7 o'clock and received a similar 
reply. Barker then produced a watch and 
passbook belonging to young Keith, and stated 
to his father that the night previous he had 
unexpectedly come home, and had found Har- 
vey in bed with bis wife, and that Harvey bad 
fled through a window witbout other clothing 
than a shirt. Barker demanded of Keith $50 
damages for breaking up his home, and 
said the remainder of the clothes of Keith 
were at his house. The following Sunday 
a much decomposed body with no cloth- 
ing exeept a shirt was found in 
Mack’s Lake, a mile and a haf from the vil- 
lage. This body was identified as that of 
Harvey Keith. An investigation showed that 
he had been mut lated before or after death. 
Suspicion naturally rested upon Marshall 
Barker, insomuch as he had the clothing ana 
other articles of the missing man. The two 
Barkers and the wife of Marshall were placed 
in jail. By means of a detective pretending to 
be an attorney the prisoners made sworn con- 
fessions of the crimeand detailed some pre- 
tended circumstances. Finding out afterward 
that they had been duped they denied 
the truth of the alleged confessions and pro- 
ceeded to trial. The prosecution worked upon 
the theory that a conspiracy, bad been formed 
between Marshall, his wife, and William to ob- 
tain from Keith $50 he was thought to have. 
Upon proof in support of this theory the con- 
viction was obtained. The impression is gen- 
eral that the whole truth is not yet known.

John Rheinwald is another man who 
bas been tried in public office without having 
demonstrated any quality to entitle him to 
further public confidence. He is an ex-County 
Commissioner, without a record of usefulness 
to his constituents. 

The reason for such nominations is not far 
to seek. The machine managers are satisfied 
with the way affairs are managed; money is 
wasted and Commissioners grow wealthy in 
the County Board. That is the interpretation 
of the nominations. Now let us see what the

Mr. Winston seconded the motion and de- 
clared that be was iu hearty accord with it. 

‘The question was discussed pro and con for 
some time, the troublesome point being wheth- 
er or not a meeting of iawyers sufficiently 
large could be brought together to act upon so 
important a measure, the fact being stated by 
Mr. Eunis that there was no organized associa- 
tion of members of the bar in the city and that 
meetings of members of the bar were hardly 
ever attended by more than forty or fifty, and 
that many of the best men could not be in- 
duced to attend. 

After some further discussion, during which 
Ald, Dalton deplored the fact that Judge Smith 
had not been renominated by the Republicans, 
Mr. Skelly offered a substitute to Ald. Culler- 
ton’s motion, to the effect that the committee 
already appointed suggest to the convention 
that in case difficulty shou d be encountered 
in nominating a proper candidate for the Su- 
perior Court, that the convention consider the 
advisability of postponing the matter until the 
Supreme Court convention meets Saturday. 

After the meeting adjourned a TRIBUNE re 
porter circulated among the more prominent 
persons present to test the sincerity of their 
expressed desires for honest, straightforward 
dealings in putting good candidates in the field. 
Mike McDonald said: “At the last judicial 
election I was accused of trickery and deceit 
in advocating a non-partisan ticket for 
Judges, but I make the same dec 
laration again, and under the cir- 
cumstances, judging from the action of 
the convention on the other side, I don’t 
think I would have anything to gain by it.

Benjamin D. Magruder is a native of Louis- 
jana and is about 50 years old. He was born 
on a plantation near Natchez. His father was 
President of the Baton Rouge Collegiate Insti- 
tute.

THE ARCHITECTS. 


MEETING OF THE NATIONAL INSTITUTE— 
THEY CONCEIVE A CYCLONE-PROOF HOUSE. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 22.—The American 
Institute of Architects closed its sessions to- 
day. The first business of the meeting was the 
reading of a paper on architecture and bacte- 
ria, written by Glenn Brown. The Secretary 
read a paper by L. M. Clark on Archi- 
tects’ Protective Association. This con- 
tained a plan for the organization of such 
an assembly, includmg a lengthy constitu- 
tion. Tne paper of John H. Devereaux 
ot Charleston, 8. C., was read by the Secre- 
tary. It was brief and accompanied by draw- 
ings. Its contents embodied plans for butid- 
ing houses so as to secure them against 
cyciones. This was tolluwed by an extempo- 
raneous adddress by W. L. B. Jenney of Chicago, 
with the aid of a blackboard, upon the subject of 
the construction of heavy buildings upon com- 
pressible soil. The Committee on Nominations 
reported as follows: President, Tuomas N. 
Walter, Philadelphia; Treasurer, O. P. Hat- 
field, New York; Secretary, George Mason Jr., 
Newport, R. I. Board of Trustees—H. M. Cong- 
don, F. L. Little, N. Lebrum, and A. J, Bloar. 
A resolution was unanimously adopted that 
the institute officially request the committee 
in Congress to make ciear in the revision of 
the tariff laws that all designs, books, models, 
casts, photographs, and implements of archi- 
tectural work be admitted into America free 
of duty. The committee reported a measure 
similar to the Stocksiager bill, which was in- 
dorsed and recommended to the next Congress 
for passage. The institute adjourned without 
fixing a place of meeting next year—a matter 
to be determined hereafter by the Board of 
Trustees. In the afternoon the party visited

COL. MOORE’S NOTES.

Tur Supreme Court Judicial Convention 
of the Republican party surprised itself and 
the community yesterday by smashing the 
machine slate and nominating for Judge the 
Hon. Benjamin D. Magruder. This is almost 
an ideal nomination. In point of experi- 
ence, legal acquirements, temper, character, 
and industry Mr. Magruder is eminently 
qualified for a place upon the Supreme Court 


of his profession in Chicago for twenty years, 
and his laborious life, and sound legal sense, 
and modest demeanor have gained for him 
the respect of the entire community. He 
has no enemies that an honest and self-re- 
specting man ought not to have, while his 
nomination brings to him the unusual 
distinction of exciting the attention of every 
member of his own profession and the hos- 
tile criticism of none.

Lee’s Second Virginia Cavalry never surren- 
dered—the reason being that they rode 
away atthe time Gen. Robert E. Lee had ob- 
tained an armistice to arrange terms of sur- 
render. All the same, the latter surrendered 


them, though they had not the magnanimity 


to stay, but slunk off from their manlier as- 
sociates, who acknowledged themselves 
whipped, and were treated with marked 
courtesy by Gen. Grant. 

The latest appearance of Fitzhugh Lee 
and his cavalcade was at Lynchburg, upon 
the occasion of an agricultural fair. The 
Cincinnati Comomnercial-Gazetie’s description 
of the occasion says: 

The Second Virginia Cavalry of Lee’s com- 
mand was raised in and about Lynchburg. A 
large number of the disbanded but never sur- 
rendered and of other veterans came from 
near and far to join the cavalcade, many of 
them bringing relics of their war trappings. 
All of Fitzhugh’s aides wore eri sashes 
in remembrance of the colots the Second 
Virginia Cavalry. The battie-flags of the regi- 


ment were borne by one of the veterans. Said 
a local paper in a burst of enthusiasm: ‘Old 


| Confederates, your yell has gone down in his- 


tory. Let the home people hear it once. Some 
of them never heard it.“ 

A letter to the New York Sun also says: 
At early dawn long lines of men clad in 
gray- uniforms and carrying the Virginia 
State flag went marching along to receive 
Gen. Fitzhugh Lee.” The C.-G.’s letter fur- 
ther narrates that in the escort of six or eight 
hundred horsemen the only flag carried was 
the old battle-flag of the Second Virginia 
Cavalry.” In this way Fitzhugh Lee, the 
Bourborn candidate for Governor, is 
firing the Southern heart in Fir- 
ginia. In his round of i speeches 
he has not discussed a National issue 
or touched upon one of the questions which 
are of vital importance to the prosperity of 
the State. He has made his campaign upon 
the issues of the War—by recalling the mem- 
ories of traitors and vindicating their treason, 
by appealing to the animosity of the South 
towards the North, by reaffirming the dogma 
of State-sovereignty, reviving the doctrine of 
the right of secession, and glorifying the Re- 
bellion. 

There is not a Demoeratie paper in the 
United States which has condemned this 
waving of the bloody shirt by Fitzhugh Lee 
and his Rebel cavalry; but when John Sher- 
man, or Judge Foraker, or Senator Hoar 
refers to the fact that the Republican vote in 
the South is suppressed, and demand on be- 
half of the Republican party that there shall 
be a free vote and fair count in that section 
and thai all citizens shall have equal rights 
before the law, then all the Democratic pa- 
pers how! in unison that they are waving the 
bloody shirt and encouraging sectional ani- 
mosity!

THE GRANT-JOHNSON DIS@LOSURES. 
The letter of Chauncey M. Depew regard- 
ing the relations between Gen.. Grant and 
Andy Johnson shortly after the close of the 
War is a valuable contribution to the history 
of a most important transaction. The service 
performed by Gen. Grant in blocking the 
desperate plans of Johnson was almost equal 
to any he ever performed in the field. Gen. 
Sherman and others have documents and in- 
formation bearing on this unwritten chapter 
ot the War, but the outline furnished by Mr. 
Depew states the facts as they were known 
at the time to the leading men in public life. 
Andrew Johnson was a dangerous dema- 
gog and his accession to the Presidency a 
great peril to the country. He belonged to 
what Ben Wade called the niggerless 
whites ’’—the despised and wretched “* white 
trash” of the South. He was reared in ig- 
norance, and the chief point in his education 


with mingled feelings of hatred and yervility. 
He hated the slave barons for their wealth 
and pride and envied them for the same rea- 
sons. His wife taught him toread and write 
after he had reached manhood and while he 
made his living by work on the tailor’s bench. 
Circumstances favored his success in politics, 
but he was never able to gain admission into 
the charmed circle of Southern aristocracy. . 


first families looked down on the upstart 
representative of the poor whites with con- 
tempt, and he repaid their contumely with 
the servile hatred which was the strongest 
passion of his nature. With Johnson class 
enmity and envy were bred in the bone only 
to come out in the flesh, and as he stands in 
history the ruling passion of his life will 
alone explain the ineonsistency, demagogy, 
and treachery of his later career. 

When Johnson became President he saw 
the opportunity to feed fat the ancient grudge 
he bore the aristocracy of the South. He 
declared that he would make treason 
odious” and hang the chief Rebels after giv- 
ing them only a trial by military commis- 
sion. If Johnson had been permitted to do 
so he would have violated the conditions of 
the parole which Gen. Grant awarded the 
Confederates, and the South could not have 
escaped the horrors of a guerrilla warfare con- 
ducted by hopeless and desperate men. Gen. 
Grant protested against the violation of the 
parole which he had given the Confederates, 
and as General of the Army absolutely 
refused to carry out Johnson’s plans of 
bloody revenge. This situation lasted 
for a short time, and in the twinkling of 
an eye Johnson changed his position and 
became the servile tool of the South. His 
second proposition was to issue proclama- 
tions declaring the Southern States restored 
to the Union and authorizing them to elect 
members of Congress without any conditions 


Congress of the country. In that event 
slavery would not have been destroyed, and 
toall practical intents and purposes the War 
would have been fought in vain. Gen. 
Grant disposed of the second plan by de- 
claring thatif the unauthorized Rebel Con- 
gress should ever assemble he would dis- 


of Johnson’s extreme and incdnsistent plans 
were nullified by Grant, and the renegade 
was compelled to fall back on the policy for 
which he barely escaped the impeachment 
he so richly deserved. 

Johnson’s inbred hatred and envy of the 
slaveholding aristocrats explain his treacher- 
ous course as President. When meditating 
his policy of making treason odious”? John- 
son alarmed the ex-Rebels, who sought to 
save their necks by approaching him for the 
first time in their lives with flattery and 
eajolery. Delegations representing the 
Southern aristocracy presented themselves 
at the White House. They assured Johnson 
that he had passed from a lower to a higher 
class and was now not only a member but 
the recognized leader of the Southern aris- 
tocracy. ‘The flattery of those whom he had 
always hated and envied was sweet and 
pleasant to Johnson, who for the first time in 
his life found his way open into the charmed 
circle. He had hated and envied the South- 
ern aristocrats for their assertion of superior- 
ity, but when once taken to their companion- 
ship the master passion of his life had spent 
its force, except that he was as servile in his 
allegiance as he had previously been in his 
enmity. With both of his desperate plans 
foiled by Grant, he was compelled to fall back 
on the treacherous course for which he should 
have been ante a. and removed from 
ofiice. Narrow- minded, illiterate, passion- 
ate, and with an inborn class hatred which 
flattery quickly turned to servility, Johnson 
was one of the most dangerous demagogs 
ever elevated to power in this country. If 
not promptly foiled. by Grant he might have 
brought upon the country calamities almost 
beyond estimate. ;

Sr. PETERSBURG, Oct. 22.—The Journal de St. 
Petersburg, commenting on the Roumelian 
question, says Prince Alexander appears to 
ignore the fact that his submission to the 
Powers is a duty created by the treaty of Ber- 
lin, and sees no intention on the part of Bul- 
garia to return to the status quo ante. It re- 
grets the action of Servia and Greece 
in ordering formidable armaments,’ and 
declares that Russia, more than any 
other Power, must prevent fratricidai 
contests in the Balkans. The Journal 
is most pronounced in its denunciation of 
Bulgaria for having brought about the present 
state of affairs, and says: The Powers are 
unanimous in the desire to restore the status 
quo ante, and, although such action is bristiing 
with obstacles and pitfalls, this unanimity jus- 
tifles the hope of success.”’

OBITUARY. 
DEATH OF THE BISHOP OF MANCHESTER. 
MANCHESTER, Oct. 22.—The Rt.-Rev. James 
Fraser, D. D., Bishop of Manchester, died sud- 
denly today. About a month ago Dr. Fraser, 
who was one of the most energetic of the 


Anglican Bishops, became so unwell that he 
was ordered absolute rest. Dr. Fraser had 
taken no adequate holiday for years, and his 
sudden death was the result of overwork. 

Most of the morning papers have obituary 
articles on Bishop Fraser, in which they de- 
p.ore his death and point out the fact that he 
knew no sect. 


[He was the son of James Fraser, Esq., late of 
Heavitree, Exeter, was born at Prestbury, near 
Cheltenham, in 1818. He was educated at Bridg- 
north School, at Shrewsbury School, under 
Dr. Butier, and at Lincoln College, Oxtord. 
lie obtained the Ireland scholarship in that 
university in 1839, and took his B. A. degree the 
same year, gaining a first class in classics. In 
1840 he was elected a Fellow of Oriel College. He 
acted as tutor there tor five years, and then, in 
1847, accepted the college living of Cholderton, in 
Wiltshire, which he exchanged for that of Upton 
Nervet, near Reading, in 1860. During his connec- 
tion with the diocese of Salisbury, he became Chap- 
lain to the late Bishop Hamilton, Chancellor 
of Salisbury Cathedral, one of Preben- 
daries, and Chaplain to 
Diocesan Training-Schoo!. 
selected preacher in the University of 
Uxford in 1854-56, and again in 1802-64. He took 
an active part in connection with education under 
the Duke of Newcastie’s Commission in 1858-'60, to 
which he presented a valuable Report on Ele- 
mentary Education in Engiand.’’ He was also As- 
sistant Commissioner in tne Schools-Inquiry Com- 
mission in 1865, to which he reported on the edu- 
cational system of the United States and Canada. 
This latter report, which fills a bulky volume, was 
reprinted at Sydney in 1868 by order of the Legis- 
lative Assembly of New South Wales. Mr. Fraser 
was nominated a member of the aqommission ap- 
pointed in 1867 to inquire into the employment of 
women and chiidrén in agriculture.. In January, 
1870, he was selected by the Prime Miuister, Mr. 
Gladstone, to succeed the late Dr. Prince Lee in 
the Bishopric of Manchester. He was according- 
ly consecrated March 25, 1870, having the 3d 
of the previous month been created D.D. at Oxford 
by diploma. His lordship was the author of Six 
Sermons Preached Before the University at Ox- 
ford,“ 1855; The Revised Code of the Committee 
of Council on Education—Its Principles, Tenden- 
cies, and Details Oonsidered in a Letter to the 
Lord Bishop of Saiisbary—with an Appendix Re- 
viewing Sir J. K. Shuttieworth’s Letter to Karl Gran- 
ville.“ 1861: A Charge, delivered at his primary 
visitation.in the cathedral, Manchester, Dec. 3 and 4, 
1872; *“‘Cathedrals and Utilitarianism,’’ a sermon

Mr. Gould swore that he never instructed 
Mr. Connor to secure information about Gov. 
Cornell or the Koights of the Golden Garter: 
that he did not know that Mr. Connor intended 
to send for a reporter to take Goldsmith's 
story; and that he did not remember any con- 
versation between Mr. Connor and himself on 
the subject after the publication. 

The jury was out just half an hour and re- 
turned with a verdict for Mr. Gould. 


WARD AND WARNER IN COURT. 

The perplexing task of obtaining a jury for 
the trial of Ferdinand Ward on the charges of 
larceny and obtainmmg money under false pre- 
tenses was begun today before Judge Barrett in 
the Court of Oyer and Terminer. Ward was es- 
corted into court by Warden Kiernan. James D. 
Fish, who had been brought on from Auburn to 
be used as a witness against Ward, was not 
in court. After District-Attorney Martine had 
moved that the case of. the peopie against 
Ferdinand Ward de called Gen. Tracy said 
that he desired to witharaw his client's plea of 
“Not guilty.“ He wished to demur to the in- 
dictment. The indictment was defective and 
improper, because it charged two different 
transactions punishable in different ways. 
Judge Barrett overruled the demurrer, and 
Gen. Tracy thereupon changed the plea of his 
client back to Not guilty.”” The General in- 
quired whether the District Attorney intended 
to produce Benjamin Fish, brother of the con- 
victed bank President. Mr. Martine answered 
in the affirmative. 

Assistant District-Attorneys Nicol and Mo- 
Cochran then applied themselves to the work 
of selecting a jury. Four jurymen were 
selected, the panel exhausted, and an extra 
panel of 100 names was ordered for tomorrow. 
Mr. Martine made Ward feel uncomfortable 
by renewing a motion, denied last June, that 


the prisoner be taken from the custody of the 
Sheriff and put in the eity prison with other 
men awaiting trial for crime. The court or 
dered Ward to the Tombs. 

THE WARNER EXAMINATION. 

The case of the Government against Wiiliam 
S. Warner, ona charge of collusion with Fer- 
dinand Ward to defraud the Marine Bank, 
Gen. U. 8. Grant, and William H. Vanderbilt, 
was called before United States Commissioner 
Shielas in the Federal Building this afternoon. 
The first witness, Walter 8. Johnston, receiver 
of the Marine Bank, identified a minute-book 
ot the bank which showed that Ferdinand 
Ward had been elected adirector of the bank 
Jan. 11, 1884. He was asked to produce Ward's 
check for $81,000, dated Muay 8, 1884, 
and said he could not as District-Attorney 
Martine had the check, as wéli as several other 
checks. Weil,“ said Mr. Foster, we want 
those checks.“ Mr. Johnston later on en- 
deavored to get them from Mr. Martine, but 
failed. United States District-Attorney Dor- 
sheimer called the attention of Commissioner 
Shields to the fact that documentary evidence 
needed in the case was in the hands of Distriot- 
Attorney Martine, who needed it in a case now 
ou trial. He thought the Warner case should 
be adjourned to such atime as would enabie 
the State to use the evidence. The case was 
adjourned until 1 o’clock Saturday morning. 


DESCENDANTS OF THE HUGUENOTS. 
Many descendants of the Huguenots met this 
afternoon in the Church du St. Esprit to cele- 
brate the bi-centenary of the revocation of the 
edict of Nantes, John Jay presiding. Among 
those present was Secretary of State Bayard. 
Mr. Jay briefly sketched the causes which led 
to the revocation of the edict of Nantes, and 
introduced Prof. Henry M. Baird of the Uni- 
versity of the City ot New York, who in a his- 
toric relation sketched the edict and its recall. 
Secretary Bayara also addressed the gather- 
ing and offered a series of resolutions, which 
were adopted. The resolutions deciare that the 
two centuries which have elapsed since the 
revocation have amply proved not only the 
iniquity of that monstrous act, but aiso 
the inseparable loss it inflicted upon France in 
religion, learning, industry, and skill; which 
drove 500,000 of her best subjects to foreign 
countries; thankme God that tne Huguenot@ 
were led to these shores; and that, looking to 
France as their ancient and cherished home, 
and tolerant Christianity which was 80 es. 
sentiai to national dignity, prosperity, 
bappiness; so that, after a seperation = 


brotherhood with ali of French origin, both 
France and other countries where the 
scendants of the exiles of 1685 now dwell; 
the history of the Huguenots at 
abroad has shown the world that the 
of creeds from State control is the 
policy of Christendom. 
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WHITNEY INSTRUCTS HIS FOBEMEN. 

All of the foremen in the Brooklyn Navy- 
Yard today received a copy of a circular letter 
from Secretary Whitney. He reminds them that 
by former orders he has given them the power 
of recommending all names for employment. 
as subordinates; that be expects them to exer- 
cise that power without partisan bias and 
without allowing political influence or dieta- 
tion to cut any figure in the matter:

THE DRUGGISTS, 


WHAT THEIR CONVENTION DID YESTERDAY 
—THE REBATE SYSTEM—A TRICK OF THE 
TRADE DENOUNCED. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 22.—At today’s 
session of the annual convention of the Na- 
tional Wholesale Drug Association Seoretary 


State Pharmaceutical Assocation stating that 
a number of delegates had been appointed to 
represent the association in the convention, 
and asking that proper privileges be accorded 
them. The request was granted. The rebate 
pian and its application to the drug business 
was discussed, and George A. Kelley of Pitte- 
burg read a resolution adopted by the 
Chicago Drug, Paint, and Oil Association, 
declaring that the spirit of the rebate 
plan should not be violated, and requesting 
wholesale druggists to refrain from such vio- 
lations in towns where they are not legitimate- 
ly engaged in the drug trade or in carrying a 
general drug stock. 

President Kiine and others discussed the re- 
port, and the recommendations of the Board 
of Control in reference to the sale of proprie- 
tary goods by wholesale druggista were 
adopted. 

A. H. Jones of Powers & Weightman, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Lewislation, read a 
lengthy report stating that the committee, ac- 
cording to precedent, had endeavo to se- 
cure the total abolition of all revenue taxes, 
but had failed. The committee thought that 
it was for the association to determine 
whether the wholesale druggists sbouid 
ask for a total abolition or a reduCtion, or 
whether they should only ask for free spirits 
for manufacturing purposes. After a pro- 
tracted discussion the report was referred to 
the Board of Control. 

James Richardson of St. Louis thought that 
a uniform system ought to be adopted by the 
wholesale druggists, and offered a resolution, 
which was unanimously adopted, deciaring 


more time should be granted on sales than 
thirty days, and no more discount than 1 per 
cent for cash within ten days. 

The following resolutions, recommended by 
the Board of Control, were also adopted: 

Resolved, That no member of this association 
shall offer any saperfinancial inducement to secure 
the services of any salesman or traveler in the em- 
ploy ot any other house connected with this asso- 
ciation. 

Resolved, That the solicitation or purchase of re- 
tailing trade by offer of railroad passes and paid 
board bills is a practice unbusinesslike and demor- 
alising, utterly unworthy of ang first-class drug- 
house, and a confession of inability to deal honest- 
ly and fairly. 

The question of annual dués was postponed. 
The name was changed to the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association. 

At the afternoon session J. C. Eliel of Minne- 
apolis spoke of the small profits which the 
wholesale druggists in the Northwest made on 
certain proprietary medicines, and presented a 
resoiution addressed to the proprietors, calling 
on them, both as a matter of justice and of 
profit, to adopt the rebate plan. It was re- 
ferred to a committee. 

During the discussion on the rebate question 
George Keiley, a Western delegate, in speaking 
of a Denver house which caused a large stock 
to be forwarded from Chicago for distribution 
among retail stores, said: Tho jobber bas 
no right to pay treight and then deliver the 
goods by distribution, for this would be a 
concession of the treight. If this practice 
is allowed to.continue by the sanction of the 
association you will strike a blow at che life of 
the contract plan, for every competitor for the 
same territory will bave to adopt the same 
tactics by putting the proprietary goods in the 
hands of a general distributor.” 

Mr. Lord of Lord, Owen & Co., Chicago, said: 
„ have yet to understand why the rebate plan 
is to localize trade and to cut off business, 
and I have given the plan some study, 
too. I suppose the Chicago house to which 
reference has been made is the one 
of which I am a member, but I can’t see how 
anything we have done is an intringement on 
the rebate plan; neither can I see bow it is 
an injustice to the — 2 — — titor.

THE NORTHERN PACIFIC’S BIG LAND SALE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oot. 22.—|Speciai.]—-The 
largest sale of land ever made by the Northern 
Pacific Railroad was consummated today by 
the unanimous.agreement of the Board of 
Directors. The tracts sold comprise a num- 
ber of townships in Northwestern Minnesota, 
amounting in ali to about 113,000 acres. The 
amount realized by the company is not exactly 
known, as it will depend on the grading of the 
timber-lands, but the Land Commission esti- 
mates that at least $7 per acre will 
be netted by the company, or a total 
sum of more than $700,000. The purchase 
money is part in cash and the balance—say 
$500,000—in preferred stock. This will retire 
from circulation over 5,000 shares of that 
stock. The purchasers are a number of capi- 
talists headed by Charles Watrous of New 
York, and the sale is supposed to have been 
brought about by Senator Sabin of Minnesota, 
who is also a member of the purchasing syndi- 
eate. The great body of the lands are heavily 
timbered, and it is the intention of the 
new owners to begin the manufact- 
ure of lumber on 3 large scale 
at once. The result will be a 
large addition of population to the northwest- 
earn part of Minnesota and considerable busi- 
ness to the Northern Pacific Railroad. 
Northern Pacific Company, since its reorgani- 
zation, bas sold over 5,500,000 acres of land for 
more than 8.0, 000, 000. Other heavy land sales 
are likely. Negotiations for a 20,000 acre and 
a 13,000 acre tract are in progress, and there is 
a universal inquiry for smaller lots. 


VANDERBILT AND THE BALTIMORE & OHIO. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 22.— [Special. — The 
action of the Baltimore & Ohio in refusing to 
join the trunk line passenger pool seems to be- 
lis the position of Mr. Garrett since his return 
from Europe. At the first Presidents’ meet- 
ing be made a speech giving the most cogent 
reasons why the railroads should harmonize 
their differences, and he was understood to 
pledge his road to that end. It was a great 
surprise, therefore, when Vice-President Spen- 
cer suddenly put a stop to the negotiations for 
a passenger pool by demanding a percentage 
on New York business for his road. It was 
said today in this city that the course of the 
Baltimore & Ohio was an entire change of 
front because of the apparent aggressiveness 
ot the New York Central and the Pennsy!- 
vania. The late move in Reading, which is at- 
tributed to the Vanderbiit-Pennay!vania alli- 
ance, is regarded as part of the plan of con- 
solidation of great systems of railways under 
these two managements. Mr. Vanderbilt has 
a scheme on foot to amalgamate ali bis lines 
into one great system. It is believed that 
be practically controls the Erie, and that he 
is now, with the Pennsylvania, getting full 
ion of Reading, which wili put in his 
s the only entrance to New York available 
to the Baltimore & Ohio. This would force 
Mr. Garrett to get to the metropolis on the 
terms ot his rivals or build his own line from 
Philadelphia. 


OHIO CENTRAL SALES. 

CHARLESTON, W. Va., Oct. 22.— The River 
Division of the Ohio Central Railroad, extend- 
ing from Corning, O., to Charleston, was sold 
today to Erwin Davis, Albert Gallup, and Ed- 
ward C. Hobmans, trustees for the bondhold- 
ers, for $600,000. Ten thousand and six hun- 
dred acres of land belonging to the company 
were purchased for $8,000. The bridge across 
the Ohio River was sold at Parkersbure Oct. 
15, unuer a decree of the United States Circuit 
Court to pay liens for construction. The price 
of the bridge was $200,000. One million dollars 
in stock and $1,000,000 in bonds on the bridge 
were sold here today for $5,000, but this stock 
and bonds merely represent the balance re- 
maining after paying the lien if the Parkers- 
burg suit, t surplus being $5,000. ‘The lat- 
ter purchase was made by Erwin Davis and 
John W. Simpson, who are a committee for the 
bondholders. The completion of the bridge 
will be rapidly pushed forward. Work on the 
Ohio Central Road above the city will be con- 
tinued after April 1 next. 


THE EVANSVILLE, JACKSON & NEW OR- 
LEANS. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., Oct. 22.—[Special.]—The 
stockbolders of the new railroad now in course 
of coustruction between this city and Jackson, 
Tenn., met ia this city today and elected tne 
foliowing directors: V. F. Nisbett, William 
Heilman, and J. E. Williamson of Evansville;

Burrato, N. Y., Oct. 22.—[Speciai.|—The 
Buffalo and Tonawanda Lumber Exchanges 
have deld an important meeting, the matter in 
hand being the regulation of rail rates east- 
ward. For some time sbippers to New York 
and Philadelphia from Chicago and Saginaw 
have been given special rates, to the seri- 
ous detriment of the interests of Buffalo 
and Tonawanda shippers. Lately this dis- 
crimination has been so great that our local 
trade eastward has been almost ruined. 
It is stated that our own shippers have some- 
times been obliged to pay 12% cents per 100 
to New York when Chicago was shipping at a 
18 cent rate. The Buffalo and Tonawanda Ex- 
changes will appoint an agent who will spend 
all his time looking for cut rates given by the 
railroads to Western shippers.

It is placed there for in- 
spection by stockmen and railway officials and 
will remain in that yard until the opening of 
the Fat-Stock Show in November. The car is 
the invention of Mr. J. H. Wickes, the paten- 
tee of the Wickes refrigerator cars. The de- 
sign is a new one and the car is evidently in- 
tended to meet a demand for stronger and 
mare convenient cars for the transportation ot 
valuable horses from the stock-breeding farms 
to the important markets of the East. 

As far as can be learned, east-bound freight 
rates are being well maintained by ali the lines 
running east from this city. The best indica- 
tion that such is the case is the fact that ship- 
pers are vainly offering freight at reduced 
rates. In one instance a lot of 1,800 tons of 
wool now in store here bas been offered to any 
road making a five cents reduction, and has 
been refused. Mr. Vaillant, Traffic Manager 
of the Erie, who wasin the city yesterday, 
states that the Eastern trunk lines would 
strictly adhere to the rule to accept no bust 
ness from their connections at less than tariff 
rates.

CRUSHED TO DEATH. 


TWO MEN WORKING IN A DEEP SEWER ARE 
BURIED UNDER FIFTEEN FEET OF SAND 
AND GRAVEL. 

Sourn Benp, Ind., Oct. 22.—[Special.}— 
While at work today in the construction of a 
sewer four men were caught by the caving in 
of the bank and two were killed. The sewer is 
a large onc, and at the present digging is about 
twenty feet in depth. The soil is sand and 
gravei, and the docking required must be very 
strong to hold the banks. At points laterals 
to the sewer are inserted for the accommoda- 
tion of abutting property. At one of these 
points the sand kept running, ..through 
until the hoss began to hink it 
might soon become dangerous and went out 
to make an examination. Just as he reached 
the top the filling behind the docking run out 
sufficientiy to allow the braces to become 
loose, and in a moment there came a land- 
slide that caught Mathew A. Williams, Tom 
O’Brien, John Williams, and Charles Genite, 
bury ng O’Brien and Matt Williams, evidently 
killing them instantly, as they were badly 
crusted when take@ out.

The slide took place 
just before noon, and, as the news spread, 
thousands assembled to look on and to work. 
Willing hands with shovels made the dirt fly 
for nearly four hours before the first body was 
reached, The body of Williams was crushed 
to an almost sbapeless mass. It is probable 
that he did not realize what hurt him. There 
does nut as yet seem to be any blame charced 
against the contractors. The affair created 
great excitement.

She encountered a furious gale and a blinding 
snow-storm. The seas were driven completely

THE HARRISON IN BAD SHAPE.

She is on a reef, with twelve feet of water 
under amidships and eighteen feet under both 
ends. Allof her crew were saved, but spent the 
entire night in the rigging exposed to the full fury 
of the gale.

A MODEL LUMBER-CARRIER. 


The new steam-barge now on the stocks at St. 
Clair, Mich., will be launched in a few weeks. 
Capt. John Pringle is to be her master. In general 
construction she will, when finished, be very sim- 
ilar to the Kalkaska, launched from the same yard 
last season, except that she will be a trifie larger. 
Her dimensions are: Length of keel, 198 feet; 
length over all, 212 feet; breadth of beam, 35 feet; 
depth of hold, 13% feet; single deck, five hatches, 
and three spars, Her frame is 18 inches in depth 
at the breach, 15 inches in the bilge, and 76 inches 
on the rail, built of 6 and 6 inch filtch. The out- 
side planking is: Keel, 86x8 inches; garboard 
streak, 6x14 inches; plank for the bilge, 5 
inches thick: around the bilge, 6 inches; plank 
on top side from bilge up 5 inches. She has two 
fender-streaks 8 inches thick and 20 inches wide; 
rail, 21x5 inches; keelsons, 44 inches deep. Her 
inside ceiling is: Floor, 5 inches thick; bilge, 6 
inches thick; from the bilge up, 5 inches thick; 
edge-boited with % iron, The shelf-piece is 30 
inches wide and 6 inches thick, a beam to every 
frame 6x9 inches in ste. The hatch-beams are 
doubie, 6 and 7x9 inches. She hastwoarches on 
each side, ix8 inches in size, and tron-strapped. 
An arch is constructed over each gangway, Mrs 
inches in size. Her engines will be compound, 27 
and 60x36, boiler I7 feet long. with ll-foot shell. 
The caoins will be finished in hard-wood. The ma- 
chinery wiil be placed in position before launching. 
Twenty-five men are at present engaged in her 
construction.

RECONSIDER THE VOTE. i 

The sale by the County Board for $51,000 of 
the biock between Forty-second and Forty- 
third streets and Hyde Park and Egandale 
avenues, formerly part of the Reform-School 
grounds, has provoked some comment, and was 
sharply criticised in a letter the other day writ- 


ten by Mr. Chambers, the real-estate agent, who 


claimed that the land was worth $75,000. This 
is true in one sense and in another it is not. It 
is the epinion of many real-estate men who are 
conversant with values in Hyde Park that 
where a person buys the whole block for 
the purpose of subdividing it and ped- 
dling out the lots $50,000 is about a 
fair price, for, eae - the end, 
the purchaser is able to get $75,000 for his lots, 
he has only made a fair profit. But, admitting 
that to be so, there was no reason wuy the 
County Board should not have made that profit 
itself, and sold the land by lots instead of by 
the block. Most of the old Roform-Scbooi 
ground was sold long ago at auction, and this 
block was subdivided at that time, so there was 
nothing to keep the board from having a sale 
and disposing of it by auction or otherwise. 
One of the excuses for.selling was that there 
was due in specials and to the city $50,000, but 
there was nothing m all this to bother the 
county. There is due to the city 
$50,000 on this block, happening in this way: 
A short time before the fire the county bad 
no hospital, but the city nad one on Eighteenth 


Street. The city had charge of the Reform 


School. An offer was made by the County 
Board to exchange what was afterwards known 
as the Heform-Schoo) property, which was 
owned by the county, for the Eighteenth street 
hospital. The exchange was not made until a 
year or so after the fire, and thea it was made 
upon condition that the county would pay for 
the necessary improvements on the property. 
Some years later the State took charge of the 
Reform School, and moved it to Pontiac, and 
the city had no further use for the property 
south. It was accordingly turned over to the 
county again, but upon examination it was 
found that the improvements bad increased 
to such an extent that they represented more 
money than the particular block upon which 
the sohool stood was worth, but it was agreed 
that when the property should be sold the 
County Board would pay over to the city 
$50,000 from the proceeds of the sale of that 
particular block. 

‘It will be seen that the city is not a cruel 
creditor that has to be paid up at once, and 
hence there is no reason why the board should 
have sold at ali—no‘reason either why it should 
bave taken the smaller bid. The probabilities 
are that the fact that the county is out of 
money had much to do with the burried sale. 
It is understood that at the next meeting a re- 
consideration will be moved, and it ig to be 
hoped that it will carry. 

In the letter referred to above an injustice 
was done to Commissioner Wren. The writer 
said that be voted for the sale; whereas the 
fact is that he was one of the three who voted 
and spoke against it, and he can be relied upon 
to work for a reconsideration at Monday’s 


meeting.

THE COUNTY HOSPITAL, 
COMMISSIONER LEYDEN MAKE@ SOME SERIOUS 
ALLEGATIONS AGAINST TH YSICIANS. 

There was a lively time at the meeting of the 
County Board Hospital Committee yesterday. 
Commissioner Leyden, Chairman of the com- 
mittee, said when the Mrs. Young case 
came up for discussion: “I am convinced 
now, and have been so far a long time, that the 
management of that hospital isn't“ what it 
ought to be.“ 

“Why so?” asked Warden McGarigie. ‘Do 
you believe every complaint made by patients 


: that are published in the newspapers?“ 


“Or lateI do. I know that the patients are 
not attended to as they should be. I know 
that tne physicians in attendance are not what 


they ought to be by a d—d sight, but are a lot 
of stiffs.” 

“That is a serious, and, I'm afraid, ground- 
less charge, said Warden McGarigle. 

No, it isn’t groundless,” said Leyden, “ and 
if you were attending to your business in the 
proper way, and not let these doctors run you, 
you’d see the truth of my charge, and the poor 
patients would not be left to die from sheer 
neglect and oruelty.“ 

“I’m around that building nearly ali my 
time, and I don’t see any negiect on the part 
of the nurses or doctors.” 

„So am I around there,” answered Leyden. 
„m there many times when you don't know 
it. Igo through the wards frequently, unseen 
by any one in authority in tne bouse. I say 
that I believe the story that Mrs. Young's 
busband told. Tu take my oath that 
I have slipped through the wards frequently 
and found no one on duty, yet the poor creat- 
ures in their beds were moaning for water. I 
have frequently waited upon patients myself 
when I could find noone to answer their calls.” 

„Why didn’t you order an investigation 
then?“ asked Ochs. 

„Investigation be d—d; we had enough of 
that last year, and what good did it do? I tell 
you I speak from positive observation, and of 
things that I can swear to. No later than Sun- 
day acase came under my observation that 
shows what unfeelmg and careless fellows 
those doctors are. Aid. Dixon caused a patient 
with a sore leg to be sent to the hospi- 
tal Thursday. The next day he was 
suffering from pain and asked one of the doc- 
tors to attend to his leg. The doctor didn’t do 
it, but observed T' look at it Monday ifI 
have time,’ and hurried away from him.“ 

It's a terrible thing to let these stories get 
out to the public, unless they can be proven 
true, said McGarigle. 

„But they are true,“ seid Leyden, rising 
from his seat. “ Not only that, but these ras- 
cally doctors look at the books in the office the 
first thing when they show up looking for un- 
fortunates sent therefrom the County Agent 
to see if they can get a chance to do some cut- 
ting up for practice. Why, God knows that it 
is true that on one occasion an un- 
fortunate woman was sent there from the 
County Agent's office, and the first 
thing the doctors aimed to do was to perform 
tue Ceesarian operation upon her when there 
was no reason for it. The poor girl broke away 
from them, and was afterwards found half- 
dead on the street by the man who caused her 
ruin. There are many stories from that insti- 
tution that have never been published, and 1 
am ashamed tosay that I can’t help believing 
them.”’

“Are you 
a member of the board?“ asked he. 

No; but l'm an officer of the law and want 
to arrest a man in bere, said Crawford. 

“Are, en? Weil, you can’t go on to this floor 
and arrest any one; Only members allowed. 
Them’s my orders, and I stick to em.“ 

Crawford protested, and stormed, and fairly 
frothed at the mouth, more especially as he 
saw his man standing a few feet away 
from him inside the door, dut it 
waa useless. The doorkeeper called 
the special policeman of the buiiding to his 
aid, and together they effectually barred the 
way. Friese strolled towards the door, uncon- 
scious of his danger, but ere he reached it he 
was warned of the impending legal sword by a 
young clerk who overheard the dispute be- 
tween Crawford and the doorkeeper, and 
speedily turned and fied by another stairway. 
Crawford dia not find him that night, and is 
now pondering over the problem whether the 
doorkeeper and special officer of the Board of 
Trade cannot be prosecuted for resisting an 
officer and aiding in the escape of a person 
for whom a regular court had issued an at- 
tachment.

The hardware market is quite 
active and values steady. 

The Committee of Directors of the Ohicago 
Board of Trade, to whom was referred the question 
of freight rates, will meet next Monday with the 
Chicago Freight Bureau, and it is not impossible 
that some good will result. It is certainly to be 
desired that influential action be taken before 
winter sets in, to prevent the tremendous dis- 
criminations that have been made against this city 
in several past winters.

BARTLETT, THE BURLINGTON ROAD'S PAY- 
MASTER, BEATS THE COMPANY. 


The arguments in the case of the Chicago, Bur- 
lingtomwr & + Quincy Ratiread. against Caries. 8. 
Burtiett, its former paymaster, were concluded 
yesterday before Judge Smith, and the case given 
to the jury at noon.
